ments and a tank group are trap­ 
ped •in a large city which has been 
encircled south of Moscow, a dis­ 
patch to the army newspaper Red 
Star reported today. 
Red Star did not name the city, 
but said that the tempo of the 
Russian offensive is rising on all 
sectors of the Moscow front and 
that 157 settlements have been 
taken in the last three days. 
Bryansk and Orel are two large 
cities which have been menaced 
with encirclement by recent Soviet 
thrusts. 
Breaeh German Line 
Russian armies today were re­ 
ported to have breached a new 
German winter defense line on 
tho central front, putting them­ 
selves In good position to close 
their pincers on perhaps 150.090 
Germans -in the Mosbaisk sector.

Surprising Chinese 
Bolster Allied Hopes

N pw YORK. Jan. 12-The Jap­ 
anese continue to clamp tighter 
the pincers with which they are 
striving to clutch the key defen­ 
sive base of Singapore and the 
rich Dutch East Indiea. 
The heavy Aup offensive down

Singapore has forced a further 
withdrawal of the British and ap­ 
parently the abandonment of Kula 
Lumpur, known as the crude rub­ 
ber capital of the world. The Nip­ 
ponese also have three fresh land­ 
ings on the Dutch island of Celebes 
and claim capture of the Dutch 
oil island of Tarakan off Borneo.

undertakings. Thus we must attri­ 
bute increase in Chinese strength 
to a weakening of the Nipponese 
in that, theater. 
Chinese Are Stronger 
3.—But that doesn’t give 
the 
whole story, for actually the Chi­ 
nese are stronger, ae they have 
been receiving war supplies in in­ 
creasing quantities from the United 
States. These shipments have in­ 
cluded badly needed fighting plane* 
and bombers and, more to the 
point, a conaiderable contingent of’ 
American military pilots and me­ 
chanics have enlisted in Gen. Chi- 
ang's army and have bolstered the 
Chinese air force greatly. Then too 
the Burma road, China’s lifeline, 
has been Improved by American 
engineers and new trucks have 
been put to work, thereby increas­ 
ing the flow of supplies. 
That the Chine*# will have much 
to do with the Allied victory in 


the long run, there can be little 
doubt. Their reservoir of manpow­ 
er Is inexhaustible and China will 
provide invaluable bases for opera­ 
tions. It remains to be seen how 
effective their help will be in thew 
early critical days when the Allies 
need time to marshal their re­ 
source*.

ernm ent price officials worked to­ 
day on a plan to fix maximum 
prices for used tires after laying 
down a celling on charges for tire 
retreading to halt “exploitation” 
of the public. 
Leon Henderson, tho price ad­ 
m inistrator. announced the retread 
price schedule Sunday in a state 
nient saying th a t profiteering in 
the used and retread tire business 
has become so flagrant it “cannot 
and will not be allowed to con­ 
tinue.” 
The schedule goes into effect 
next Monday and Henderson said 
it will be followed shortly by an 
order limiting th e resale price of 
used tires. 
Persons retreading o r top cap­ 
ping the 5.00 x 16 tires commonly 
used on low priced passenger cars 
may charge no more than $7.50 if 
the best grade cam elback is used. 
o r $6.45 if they work with second 
grade camelback. Retreaders apply 
new rubber on tire tread surfaces 
and side walls, recappers to only 
the tread 
surface. 
Both use a 
m aterial called camelback. 
If dealers sell retread tires they 
may charge the maximum retread­ 
ing fee for the type involved, plus 
$1.50 for the tire carcase.

President Roosevelt explained In the hudget mes­ 
sage th a t It will cost 24 billion dollars to meet the 
Interest on the national debt in 1943. At that time.

Pres blent Is assuming tbs interest rate will he 
slightly more than 2.5 percent. *nie interest rate is 
the hey to the whole situation. 
Thia la the reason: In 1919. when the government 
was paying an average p t s of 4.178 for money, its 
annual Interest charge on a 25V4 billion dollar debt 
was a little more than one billion dollars; in 1941, 
when the governm ent was paying 2.518 percent on a 
49 billion dollar debt, the charge was approximately 
the same, 
In 1941, if the Interest rate stays low, the gov­ 
ernm ent will be able to carry more than four times 
ae large a debt as in 1919 for two and one half 
times a s much money. That's the secret of the na­ 
tional debt in a nutshell.

Manila’s Fall Brings To Mind Those 


Spanish • American Vets Who Seized 


City 43 Years Ago For U. S. 
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T OS ANGELES.—We have before us a newspaper 
reproduction of a group photograph of a bunch 
of officers of one of the American regiment* that 
captured Manila 43 years ago. It probably wa# taken 
by a native photographer who had a little studio on 
the Bscolta, the principal business street of those 
days. Japanese soldiers are now undoubtedly much 
in evidence on the same street. 
This photographer used to go around the various 
regimental headquarters in the Manila area after 
the American occupation and take pictures of the 
officers bunched in stiffish postures at so much per 
picture. The pictures were, of course, mailed home 
to admiring relatives. 
The officers in the photo reproduction were wear­ 
ing the khaki uniforms of the oldtlme American 
tropical field service. The blouses were tight-fitting 
with high collars surrounding even higher white 
linen shirt collare, neatly starched, an incongruous 
touch to a field uniform, to be sure. 
They had their trousers legs stuffed into canvas 
leggings reaching from ankles to knees and laced 
down the aides. Their hats were the familiar old 
felt campaign hats, each worn according to the idea 
of the owner. Some were punched in on four aides 
and the crown brought to a peak known as the 
Montana peak. Others were dented down the middle, 
fedora fashion. 
Several of the officers in the picture had big 
moustaches with drooping ends. They all wore wide 
leather belts with big brass buckles and held swords 
rather awkwardly in their hands. One dude wore 
gauntlets, which must have been a trifle warmish 
in the Philippines.

By JOHN FRYC 
Associated Press Staff W rltsr 
CIN CINN ATI—There is a slgnlfi- 
L - cant fact about the ability of 
the Ohio river to carry from 65,- 
tiuu.ooo to 125.000.000 tons of bulk 
merchandise a year—the facilities 
are "all lu and paid for.’* 
The 46 locks and dams are all 
in aud are in serviceable condition 
for many a year to come. All that 
is needed to handle the growing 
volume of commerce is more tow- 
boats and more barges and more 
terminals. 
Outside of maintenance, lock and 
dam 
repairs 
aud 
open 
channel 
work at an annual cost averaging 
$3,500,000, not a ce’nt of public 
money must be spent on the Ohio, 
and private enterprise is supplying 
the equipment to use the facilities. 
The total cost of Ohio river Im­ 
provement from the beginning 127 
years ago through June 30, 1941, 
has been $202,071,156. Of this $128.- 
516.160 went for construction of 
locks and dams, which started In 
1884, and the remainder for earlier 
projects and maintenance and open 
channel work. 
That expenditure, for which no 
appropriation is needed now, is 
speeding thousands of defense ma­ 
terials. raw and fabricated, through­ 
out tlte mid-continent area of the 
United States. 
This area produces more than 
90 percent of the nation s sulphur, 
iron ore and bituminous coal, more 
than 80 percent of Its crude oil. 
com, rice and cotton, more than 
70 percent of its wheat, wool and 
salt, and substantial proportions 
of hundreds of other raw materials 
vital to the nation s war program.

and waterway Interests, the rails 
arguing that the 
bargellos are 
subsidized with public money spent 
on river and harbor Improvements, 
and making possible lower shipping 
rates. The Wheeler-Lee set putting 
the waterways under the Jurisdic­ 


tion of the interstate commerce 
was one result of the fight. 
However, transportation authori­ 
ties looking to the future are con­ 
vinced that integration is possible 
on a voluntary baals and some are 
afraid that if the war continues 
and the two do not get together 
voluntarily, the government may 
be forced to do it for them. 
By Integration, these authorities 
do not mean purchase of b a s e ­ 
lines by railroads, but a realiza­ 
tion by all that a river terminal 
in these days is by necessity also 
a rail terminal. Goods delivered 
by barge cannot be left on the 
bank and millions of tons are con­ 
signed to points far from the river. 
These officials hold that it is 
possible for integration on a basis 
of using tbs rivers for the long.

The old photo recently was re­ 
produced in the Htar-Journai of our own old home 
town of Pueblo, which sent two companies out with 
the First Colorado. We are indebted to Phil Kerby 
of the staff of the paper for the picture. 
It was the First Colorado that paused briefly at 
Wake Island enroute to the Philippines on board the 
transformed British liner China and sent two boat­ 
loads of officers ashore to raise th# American flag. 
The China was in the convoy that also stopped at 
Guam while the U. S. S. Charleston "captured" the 
Island in somewhat comic fashion, quite unlike the 
Japanese occupation of that atoll, with Americans 
resisting. 
A detail from the regiment helped haul down the 
Spanish flag at the office of the captain of the port 
after the fall of Manila and hoisted the Stars and 
Stripes. Just now lowered to a foreign foe for the 
first time in upward of ISO years. Ben Lear, now a 
lieutenant general, was a first sergeant in the First 
Colorado the day it marched into Manila.

THE fall of the city to the Japanese is a melan­ 
choly. but not a tremendously tragic, incident 
to the old soldiers who took it from th# Spaniards. 
Few of them ever believed that it could be held 
against major attack in any event and certainly 
not after the Jape hornswoggled Uncle Samuel 
Into leaving his Pacific outpoeta weakly fortified. 
The taking of Mantla was no great military exploit 
43 years ago. and it was no greater recently. You 
may find consolation in the indnbitable fact that ths 
Japs will not be able to defend the city. either, once 
we begin belting them with anything like our true 
power. Manila is more of a symbol than an impor- 
tant objective. The re-taking of Wake and Guam 
will also be a comparatively simple matter when we 
get around to it. 
The lalea of harsh treatment of Americans in Ma­ 
nila by the Jape are in distinct contrast to the situ- 
ation long ago. Then our invading troop* handled 
the conquered Spaniards with great kindness and 
consideration and even the soldiers taken prisoners 
presently were allowed pretty much the run of the 
city. The Jape are just adding another item to the 
account which they must pay eventually, with ter­ 
rible interest.

NE of the least understood im­ 
plements of modern warfare is 
the antiaircraft gun. Uninformed 
persons 
who do not understand 
the theory of their operation are 
Impressed by the fact lite guns 
rarely destroy a plane, yet seem 
to be relied on heavily for protec­ 
tion against bombing raids. - 
British 
experience 
has shown 
that the chief value of the guns 
is in keeping bombers high and 
spoiling their aim. The only sure 
way to hit a target is for the 
bombing plane to fly in a straight 
line in the direction of the target 
for a few minutes to give (he bom­ 
bardier a chance to set his bomb 
sight. 
It 
is during 
this 
period 
that the bomber becomes vulner­ 
able to anti-aircraft guus. 
The gunnery 
problem entailed 
is how to get up the shells rapid­ 
ly enough to hit a target mov­ 
ing at the rate of perhaps 300 
miles an hour. Bomber pilots have 
learned to watch for the flash of 
the guns, then to veer off their 
course in the few seconds it takes 
for the shell to soar up to their 
level. 
Heavy 
guns ar* used against 
high-flying bombers. Against dive- 
bombers. which come within short­ 
er range, light rapid-fire guns ar# 
most useful. One Incidental use for 
heavy anti-aircraft guns is to show 
friendly fighter planes the loca­ 
tion of enemy bombers; it is diffi­ 
cult for fliers in the air to spot 
other 
planes. 
Gunners 
on

ground in England sometimes fire 
a few bursts of shrapnel in the 
direction of an enemy bomber for­ 
mation to point out ifs location to 
British fighters 
Anti-aircraft shells are set to 
explode at any desired height be­ 
fore they are loaded in the gun. 
When a shell bursts, fragments of 
shrapnel are sent flying in all di­ 
rections over a considerable ara#

out having hie own personal com­ 
mitments within it. Lord Beaver- 
brook and Marshal Goering both 
have come from outside the ranks 
of the manufacturers aud the work­ 
ers whom they commend. 
It is clear that it is easier under 
the British cabinet system then 
under the American presidential 
system to have a Churchill and a 
Beaverbrook. Both are ministers 
responsible 
to 
parliament, 
Mr. 
Churchill being only the first or 
prime minister. To get around the 
difficulty of our presidential sys­ 
tem. it therefore, bas been sug­ 
gested that Mr. Roosevelt should 
make Mr. Wallace the repository, 
the trustee and the steward of bis 
powers in tbs field of economic 
mobilization. For the vice presi­ 
dent is close to the President, be 
is a link with congreaa and he has 
been elected by the people them­ 
selves to the second highest office 
in th© land. 
This proposal does not imply 
that Mr. Wallace is himself the 
man to plan and direct and admin­ 
ister the economic mobilisation. It 
does imply that be should be the 
President’s first deputy, with pow­ 
er of final decision except in the 
very highest m atters of policy. He 
thus would be the man who could 
give bis whole attention, where 
now tbe President can give only a 
little hurried end distracted atten­ 
tion, to guiding the men actually 
responsible for organising the war 
economy. The procedure may seem 
complicated, and any one who can 
think of a simplier way of delegat­ 


ing these vast powers will do tbe 
country a great service. 
H 
o w e v e r 
this 
constitutional 
and political problem be solved, 
it is clear that the President will 
not get the results he bas promised 
merely by reshuffling the same old 
agencies and the same old faces. 
Something new, fresh, exhilarat­ 
ing and drastic needs to be done 
to bring home to the people, to 
congress and the departments the 
fact that the war program is a new 
chapter in American life. 
Ordinarily, I do not think it the 
proper business o f newspaper writ­ 
ers to urge the appointment of in­ 
dividuals to particular tasks. But 
of tbe paramount and urgent task 
of organizing supply, it would seem 
as if there were one pre-eminently 
qualified man. 
He is Mr. Wendell Winkle. He 
understands this war. He is trust­ 
ed by business and by labor and 
by the country aa a whole. He is a 
born leader of men. He has worked 
closely enough with industry to 
understand its problems, and yet 
not so near-sightedly as to be con­ 
fused by its prejudices and short­ 
comings. 
Th© calling of Winkle would be 
the sign and the seal of unity 
among those who really mean to 
win this war. and his appearance 
in Washington 
would, I believe, 
release 
that 
flood of 
confident 
energy which, though it Is welling 
up in the nation, is still dammed 
up behind ancient doubts and su s­ 
picion!.

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Footnotes About Fighters 


Chester Soldier In Air Corps Writes Mother 


Of Experience In Big Illinois Training Center 


A glimpse into camp life at, th* 
army air corps’ bl* training can­ 
ter at Scott Field, 111., is related 
by Woodrow Harper, Cheater sol­ 
dier, in a loiter to his mother, Mr*. 
J. EJ. Harper, Pvt. Harper, who tells 
of being transferred from Jeffer­ 
son Barracks. Mo., to Scott Field, 
writes: 
wx *E’VE moved to Illinois. It isn t 
W much 
closer, 
though, 
just 
across the Missouri line. 
Rantoul 
is about 30 miles. 
We left Jefferson barracks at 
2:20 p. w. Friday (I dropped my 
last letter to you into the mail 
box just before we got into forma­ 
tion) and arrived bere at 4:30. 
We came in canvass-covered six- 
wheel-drive trucks. 
It was about a 35-mile trip and 
w* grot pretty cold, but not nearly 
so much had we made the trip to­ 
day—it was down to 14 below. 
When we got bere we sat in the 
trucks for about 45 minutes than 
entered the chapel for a welcoming 
speech by a major—believe It or 
not.That was the first time an officer 
of that rank deigned even to speak 
to us. Already we can see the im­ 
provement on our treatment. We 
then marched to the new barracks, 
then to a new mess hall and then 
to the 
bedding 
issue 
building. 
There we nearly burt ourselves 
laughing at one another trying to 
Carry our bed rolls. 
Our blankets, sheets, pillow and 
ease 
and 
mattress 
cover were 
placed on the folded cot and then 
wrapped In the mattress. 
A man 
would pick up the roll all right, but 
ta IO feet the roll would start com­ 
ing apart. The men would scram­ 
ble, run, cuss or simply drop it. 
(It was after dark) aud then start 
all over again. 
5:30 p. rn. 
We just had chow. 
We got to bed and asleep by IO 
p. rn. and up at 4:30 a. rn. A staff 
sergeant came through and took 
13 (I was the 13th) to the mess 
hall for k. p. 
When you go on k. p. you go 
early enough to eat one's meal and 
atay until you’ve cleaned up after 
tapper at 7 p. rn. 
That means 
about 15 hours. 
You don’t leave the mess ball at 
anytime. The hall has 680 places 
at beneb-tables, and each place 
probably is used twice each meal. 
The soldiers come and leave In a 
continuous line. 
W* estimate that the hall cost 
about half a million dollars and I 
guess there are dozens of them 
around the field. 
This hall we 
are In was finished only about a 
week ago, as were our barracks. 
This morning we slept In, skipping 
breakfaet. 
That’s the first time 
we were allowed to do that. 
At dinner I ate all I could hold— 
almost more—to make up. 
The 
food here is much better and more 
plentiful than at Jefferson, and we 
get all the butter we want. 
We start to school Tuesday, using 
two shifts. 
The first Is 6:80 to 
IO a. rn., and 2 to 5:30 p. rn. and 
6:45 to 10:15 p. rn. 
We haven't 


been assigned to shifts yet. Meals, 
reveille and so forth are sand­ 
wiched in between. 
There are 
classes at night, too, but not for 
our school squadron, 
They tell us we can learn as 
much or as little as we please, but 
lf we don’t try we may be flunked 
out ’’with prejudice", which means 
you can't ever attend school again. 
lf you flank "without prejudice”, 
then you can take the class again. 
The young women of the 17th 
s t Baptist church are giving a 
special program and eervlng re­ 
freshments at the chapel about a 
hundred yards from our barracks 
but I doubt if I’ll get there. 
I’d 
have to shave, shine my shoes, 
change my clothes. 
Besides, I’ve 
already eaten a big supper. 
Now I know I won’t go—one of 
the fellows just came In and said 
the place is about two miles away 
(across the landing field, and you 
have to walk around it). We can 
see the hangar, but the weather’s 
so bad no planes have been out. 
We've snow, wind and cold and 
everythin* the season calls for. 
A couple of the fellows just came 
in. They’d been In the guard house 
all night. 
They started for the 
theater yesterday afternoon and 
took a short cut across tbs landing 
field. When thy got across a guard 
mat them and sent them to the 
brig. 
Are they getting th* laugh!
